HUDSON'S BAY ROUTE. 
| ‘The Hudson's Bay expedition of the Cana- 
dian government, fitted out last spring ata 
vost of 870,000,to explore the straits and bay, 
establish meteorological stations and report 
upon the navigation,has returned, The form- 
al report has not been made public es yet, but 
the substance of What that report will be is

On the 6th of October Indian Agent An- 
derson unfuried the Union Jack in the 
largest Indian camp ever assembled at Bears’ 
Hill, and unfolding his pay sheets began the 
work of distributing annuities to some 700 
Indians. It was indeed a promiscuous crowd, 
There were the three head chiefs of the 
Bears’ hillreserves with their respective bands 
marshalled in groups. There was a small 
band of the ‘ Plain Crees,” principally be- 
louuwing to Big Bear, under the triple tute- 
lave ot Woodpecker, Going through the Ice, 
and Big Bear's son and her, Which three 
pretenders to authority are naturally jealous 
of one another. There were stragglers from 
Calwary who had been abesent for two, tliree, 
and four years. There was a small band otf 
Saltcaux all the way froin QW Appelle urder 
the chicttanship of Thuader, There were 
half-breeds trom all directious,and there were 
twelve stores opened for the acconi.o- 
dation of the Indians, by diVerent parties 
whom the great magnetic power, the al- 
mighty dollar, drew to the scene, The pay- 
ments were made with the best order and 
safisiaction, and ina couple of days the In- 
dians, before so ragged, hod sacrificed their 
shabby garments to the winds and donned 

arel variagated by every shade of the 
rainbow, With waich the willing merchants 
had turnished them in exchange for the

greatest hilarity prevailed, and the ‘‘bands” 
having wet in such large numbers with their 
siomechs comforted and their linbs pro- 
tected, enjoyed themselves in many ways 
after the “old style” reminiscenses of bygone 
days.

THE NEPTUNE'S TRIP. 

Lieut. Gordon, commander of. the H.B 
expedition, with Dr. R. Bell, W. W. Fox and 
C. R. Tuttle, secretary of the expedition, ar- 
rived at Halifax on Oct. 16th, from st. John 
Newfoundland, The expedition left H \lifax 
in the steamer Neptune on the 22nd Jniy 
and reached the entrance of Hudson's straits 
on August 5th, several porie having been 
called at on the way. The straits are forty. 
five miles wide at the mouth, with a tide 
running at four to five miles an hour near 
the shore, but not so rapidly near the centre 


ef the strait. A station Was established at 
Cape Chidley, the south point of the en- 
trance, Where late nuinbers of cod wore 


caught. Anattempt was made to land on 
Resolution island, on the north side, going 
in and coming out, but both att: Thpts were 
unsuccessful, On the last attenipt the vessel 


was injured by sunken rocks. A’ seeond 
station was established at North Biuil, on 
the north side of the strait about half ay 
tkrongh. The first ice was encountered 


here, but the passage was effected without 
any delay in) consequence. Leaving North 
Bluff the Neptune anchored at the e trance 
of Prince of Wales sound, sixty mils distant 
on the south shore. The third station Was 
erected here, [fee was met coming to and 
leaving Prince of Wales sound, Nottingham 
island, near the entrance of Hudson's bay, 
Was next visited, and a fair harbour, where 
a fort named De Boncherville once stood, 
Was found, Esquimaux Were seen at other 
points where the steamer called but not here, 
Mansiield island, inside the bay ands uth
